The Mousum River Bank, Sanford, Maine, issued a series of notes engraved 
by Toppan Carpenter Casilear & Co. and completely described on page 155 of 
Hodge. It changed its name to the Sanford Bank and issued notes made by 
the same firm with identical vignettes. Ormsby never made any notes for 
either bank. 

Smedley* in the June 1955 Numismatist states that the Ormsby note on 
the Mousum River Bank which he illustrates is genuine. To prove that it 
is an alteration one may point out that MOUSAM is even misspelled. (See 
Peterson detector). 

The Potomac Kiver Bank issues which are not altered (I have a $1, $2, 
and |5) are all Ormsby but no such bank is listed in any detectors I have. 

It may have been a fictitious note issue from an unauthorized use of Ormsby 
vignettes or rollers. The red designs on the reverse are clear and are not 
affected by chemicals used to expunge engraved portions. I have an alter¬ 
ation into a %$ Spicket Falls Bank, Methuen, Mass.

This should be restudied by checking the history of these banks. 

♦Smedley also mentions as genuine the Exchange Bank $10 of Glencoe Minnesota 
dated December 1, 1856. It is probably an alteration of The Exchange Bank, 
Hartford, Indiana which is a fictitious issue. 
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In 1833 Abel Bowen of Boston Mass., designed and prepared multi¬ 
colored backs for bank notes, using engraved, cycloidal designs. These 
improvements had been developed in England by William Congreve in 
winning an anti-counterfeiting competition. Some of Bowen’s back 
designs were used by the New England Bank Note Company for 
circulating bank notes of the Bank of Norfolk, Roxbury, Mass., etc.

All this did very well for years in succession. 'Mills’s Money,’ as 
it was called, was regarded as being as good as gold and silver, or 
even better, inasmuch as it could be more readily carried from 
place to place. The rest of the story we will let the editor of the 
Texas State Gazette tell in his own words, as we find it in his paper 
of February 7, 1852, premising the fact that Austin, the home of 
the editor, is, by the post-route, two hundred and fifty miles in¬ 
land from Galveston, the home of Messrs. Mills. 

The news of the suspension of the house of R. & D.G. Mills 
was received in town a few days since, and of course created 
no little excitement, as the bills of the Northern Bank of Mis¬ 
sissippi, bearing their indorsement, had for some time circu¬ 
lated among us with all the facility of gold. The sudden and 
unexpected announcement of this fact of course created a 
great revulsion, and for a time all confidence was destroyed 
in this money; subsequent advices, however, and the opinion 
of men acquainted with the members of this house, and not 
altogether unadvised of their true condition, have produced 
a considerable modification of the panic and a restoration of 
confidence. 


From this it will be seen that the people of Texas have, in spite 
of their hard-monev laws and hard-money constitution, had a 
very prettv little paper-money panic. And they will have more, 
unless those whose duty it is to administer the laws shall discover 
that putting foreign bank-notes in circulation, by indorsing 
them, is a mere evasion of the act of Assembly which forbids the 
emission of paper for circulation. By the method they pursued, 
Messrs. R. & D.G. Mills made their house at Galveston a branch 
of the Bank of Holly Springs. If this practice is tolerated, other 
‘wild-cat banks' will have their branches in Texas. The Bank of 
Hollv Springs and its agents will not be suffered to monopolize 
so very profitable a business. 

[Gouge, 235—236]. 

Mr. Gouge was certainly entitled to his opinion, but even 
he was forced to agree that the scheme worked and worked 
well for several years. He somewhat reluctandy admits that 
the notes did exacdy what they were intended to do, and that 
was to serve as an accepted medium of exchange in the ab¬ 
sence of any other. The “Mills’ Money” almost certainly con¬ 
tinued to circulate after Gouge’s book was published, 
(assuming anvone in Texas even bothered to read it) because 




there was no acceptable paper in Texas until after the Civil 
War. Since Texas was part of the Confederacy, most of their 
monetary transactions were in CSA bonds and notes, and the 
many CSA Texas issues. 

The U.S. government began issuing demand notes in 1861. 
These notes were acceptable for duties on imports, thereby 
placing them on a par with gold. But even the demand notes 
created a problem for the U.S. Government, in that their 
conversion into gold created a situation where the banks 
were forced to suspend redeeming them. The demand notes 
were quickly followed by their “cousins” the U.S. (legal 
tender) notes of 1862. These notes weren’t backed by any¬ 
thing, but they were used by the government to pay its troops 
and creditors, forcing their acceptance in the East. 

The demand notes were redeemed by the U.S. Govern¬ 
ment as quicklv as possible, and there probably weren’t very 
manv that reached Texas. My guess is that the first Federal 
paper accepted by Texans were the national currency notes, 
first issued in 1863. These notes were backed by bonds of the 
U.S. Government, so they were guaranteed to be “good” 
anywhere in the country. But because of the Civil War, even 
these notes most certainly weren’t accepted by Texans after 
the first national bank was chartered in that state in 1865.

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Varieties of M. Mayers & Bro. Scrip Issues 


Major and minor variations of the scrip issues signed by M. 
Mayers as president and Wm. H. Mayers as cashier were issued at Fort 
Smith City, Arkansas dated December 18, 1861, January 5, 1862 and 
January 9, 1862. The dates on most issues are entirely printed and on 
others the last figure of the year is written in by hand. The issues 
are unusual in that they are also redeemable by either four or five other 
merchants within and outside of Arkansas. These are Stirman & Dickson, 
Fayetteville, Ark.; White & Hanley, Van Buren, Ark.; F. H. Nash, Fort 
Gibson, Cherokee Nation; Alexander & Allen, Sherman, Texas; and J. M. 
Smoot, Denton, Texas. Alexander & Allen were not included on some issues 
Plate letters A, B, C and D are used in an irregular manner with Plate A 
once on each side. The denomination counters are sometimes on each side 
of the note while on other pieces only on the left side. The note number 
ing is on the left side on some and on the right on others. There are 
several different border decorations as well as text type styles. There 
are eagle and ship vignettes on some pieces. The length and height of 
the notes vary. There is a mirror image $ on two $1 notes. Many notes 
are overprinted on the front or back with a red ink handstamp reading 
"M. Mayers & Bro. - Druggists - Fort Smith, Ark.".

Here are photographs of the bogus and the genuine city 
warrants. Note the difference. 

“The City of Knoxville.” On the bogus warrant the “K” 
and the “n” are connected, on the genuine they are not. 

In the upper left hand corner, the twm lines just above the 
word “RECORDER” are neat, and extend on thru above the 
“$5.00” on the genuine warrant. On the counterfeit these lines 
are blurred, and only one line extends on thru. 

Look at the sign in the enlargements below. In the 
upper left part of the “S” is a black smudge on the bogus ■war¬ 
rant. 

Also, look at the print on the two warrants. The bogus is 
a bit blurred, especially on the $5.00. 

Now', if you have a bogus warrant and a good warrant, lay 
one on the other. You’ll see that the bogus warrant plate, that 
is the printed part, is just a fraction narrower and a fraction 
shorter than the genuine. 
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Aetna National Bank of Kansas City 
holds the dubious distinction of 
issuing (1882) the first piece of U.S. 
money to be discovered with a dif¬ 
ferent denomination on each side. 
When the “face” side of a currency 
sheet with $50 bills and $100 bills 
was turned to print the reverse, it 
was turned 180°. As a result, all the 
bills on the sheet were printed with 
the wrong backs, and the backs are 
upside down.

Livingston issued notes in 1862 which were redeemable at “J.M. Bryant’s Store, C.N.,” (Cherokee Nation) 

French Point now Orinogo, Missouri was little more than a hamlet during the War Between the States. Thomas R. 
Livingston its leading merchant, also a major in the Confederate Army, commanded a unit called the* 1 ‘Partisan 
Ranges. He was killed m a raid on Stockton, Missouri, in 1863. The scrip issued by Livingston could be redeemed at 
the store of Joel Mayes Bryant, a well educated Cherokee, over one hundred miles to the southwest! Later. Bryant's
